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Eisenhower Orders End To The 
Naval Blockade of Formosa; 
Is A New Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON /Ob. 2 — .INS)

President 
Risen ho^e* 
today 
ordered an end of the U. 8 Naval 
blockade of Formosa In a major 
military move deafened to haraaa 
the red Chinese regime. 
Mr. Elsenhower announced the 
move—freeing Nationalist Chinese 
troops on Formosa for raids on the 
mainland—In his First State of the 
Union message to Congress. 
The President declared — “This 
order Implied no aggressive Intent 
on our part. Bat we certainly have 
no obligation to protect a nation 
fighting us In Korea.” 
He said in the address blueprint* 
tag the alms of his administration 
that he la against cutting uses 
until the budget Is balanced, and 
announced an "orderly” end of 
price and wage controls. 
He flatly contradicted ex-Presl- 
dent Truman's recent statement* by 
asserting that there Is "Incontro­ 
vertible evidence” that Russia has 
atomic weapons. 
And he served blunt notice on the 
Communist world that his admin­ 
istration will recognise no "secret 
understandings" with Mr. Truman 
or the late President Roosevelt 
which permitted the Kremlin to 
enslave free people*. 
This partial repudiation of the 
Yalta and 
Potsdam 
Agreements 
high-lighted a "new. positive foreign 
policy" President Eisenhower said 
his administration will pursue In

The fighter planes blasted the enemy troop concentration near 
the west coast of Korea, southwest of Chinnampo, with bombs and 
machine-gun Ore in a massed strike.

Gander, WHA. — A chartered British plane with 39 persons aboard, 
including IO British servicemen, their wives and IS children, was miss­ 
ing over the stormy north Atlantic today. 
The lost craft, with Its crew of six and the 33 passengers, has not 
been heard from since sending out a distress signal early this morning. 
The York-type four-engined plane is believed to have gone into sea 
some 300 miles east of Newfoundland after encountering gale-force 
winds of more than 70 miles an hour.
